Tlicsc ships are to he in every 
rw-pect eijual lo the best rumiiiig fi om New 
York (applause), and with tlie I 'anadian 
I'acilic railway and the fast' lines on till; 
I'acilic they will make this country niori 
than ever part of the Imperial )iatliway 
across the \vorld. 

The stoutest and strongest idiink in the 
plntforiu of the Liberal-t.diiseivativc parly 
IS the maintenance of connection with 
(Ircat llrilaiii. (.\pplause.) Thisisincon- 
trasl with the jiolicy of some of liie Liberal 
leaders, who liiiye distinctly shown tlieiii- 
selves to hi' nioi'C in favor of connection 
with the United States than with Ureut 



liritaiii; and that this strange fact might 
be unule plain to all who heard him he read 
from several uddiesses by Sir Uicliard Cart- 
wright in which that gentleman e.ypressed 
his preference for the development of trade 
with the I'nited States.

(Lau^nuT ami ap- 
plause. ) Col. Prior then jiroceeded to give 
some facts with respect to the condition of 
the farming community in England, re- 
marking that be had read these nt the 
meeting the iirevioiis evening at (_'edar 
Hill, "and a splendid meeting it was, 
though when 1 read the 'fiines this eveniin,' 
1 could hardly believe 1 liad been there." 
( l.aii^-liter. ) lie wislieil to know if there 
was ill the hall a single man intcrestcil in 
an iron I'oiindry, limit and slme factory, 
paint works, llour mill, cheiiiiciil works, 
preserve or pickle factory, or any other of 
the city iiulustries, who could lioiieslly j?et 
up and say that he wishes the protective 
tarifl' removed. 

Mr. J. A. Grant, of Government street, 
rose ill resnonsc. "I will get up and say

Col. i'rior — "That's right; I want you to 
get up. I want to give yon better trentnient 
lliiin the ojiposition speaker gave the gen- 
tleniun at iMctchosin who got ui) when in- 
vited. Now will you in a few wonls tell 
the meeting wby 'you would like the duty 
removed." 

Mr. Grant did so, s^icaking from his place 
ill the gallery. In ellect, he said that he is 
in business as a manufacturer of clothing 
and with his partnei'S employs about lifiy 
bauds. He for one wordd feel greatly re- 
lieved if something nearer IVee trade were 
lulopted, because the dutiesiiicrcasethe cost 
if living of those whom he employs and 
make it ncci-ssary to pay them such wages 
that the llriii cannot compete against tlie 
manufacturers of Ivisterii Canadn. 

('ill. Prior said it seemed as if this gentle- 
man wanted free trade liecause ;ie cannot 
compete with the manufacturers of JOast- 
ern Canada; and he thought the same gen- 
tleman had said at Cedar Hill that he w ant- 
ed ffee trade because then he could get his 
clotli in free. He seemed to I'orget that 
ready intule clothing would then come in 
free also. In the matter of the trade jiolicy 
lie thought that Mr. Templcman would do 
better by sticking to ins political leaders 
lliaii by going about the constituency nuik- 
iug rash ]ironiises here and there and 
everywhere as to what bis iiarty will do 
when he gets to Ottawa and makes them do 
it. (Applause.) Only the other day Mr. 
Laurier told the lishermen of Gaspe that 
if be got into power he would take the duty 
oil pork and flour. He asked, how does 
that accord with Jlr. Templeinan's repre- 
sentations to the farmers out here. He 
liropiiscil to rciid from the records to estiib- 
lish .\lr. Lauder's position as nearly as 
could be from his utterances. In August, 
l,s|ll, he said : " 1 projiose that we should 
follow I'aigland's e.yainiile, ami ojien our 
polls to the markets of llic world." Then 
111 Hansard, he is thus rcporteti ; " I preach 
t<i you the gospel of the absolute destruc- 
tion of jirotection . . . the policy of 
Grant Britain"; and again: "Free trade 
as it is in England is the goal to which we 
hope to attain." Opposition " hear bears'' 
gieetiiii; this last quotation, Col. Prior 
niiliced the fact, remarking: "This does 
me good. It shows at last that the Lib- 
eral.-- of Victoria ieciigni;'.e that their lead- 
ers lire ill favor of free t rade' pure ami 
simple. I am glad to have you 
located. Yon are for I'ree trade; "we 
are lor protection. ( .\p]ilause. ) Having 
read another extract, Mr. I.aurier's .Mon- 
treal declaration that "Our object is the 
destruction of protection — there can be no 
comiironiise," Col. Prior asked the audi- 
ence to renieniber the consequence in the 
I'liited States when the Democrats, with 
all inclination to frt-e trade, got into power. 

A Voice-" liusled ! '" 

Cel. Prior proceeded to show thai this 
wor t rntiii,L.dy described the situation, and 
h'; lipid that on a snialler scale the result 
i 1 Caiiadti would he the same if free trade 
were adopted here. ll(^ recalled the fact 
that iipon the necessarieti of life, tea and 
coll'e uiid sugar, tho Ubcrol-Conscrvatives 
had, when they came into power, abolished 
or reduced the duties so that an immense 
saving in this respect had since resulted 
to all classes of the population. Wliile 
the ojiposition arc always talking about the 
huge ]irolits alleged lo he made by t he cot- 
ton lords, be would read from what was 
said on the subject by Dallon McCarthy in 
the llouse of Commons in ISiil, wliich was 
in express teriiie that the amount of the 
duly does not go into the iiockels of the 
manufacturers, but that it rather goes into 
the hands of llieir employees in wages, 
which amount to .f'2,10O,O(X) every year. 
(Hear, hear. ) He noticetl too, that while 
some of the Liberals argue that there should 
l>e a greater free list, Mr, TempU'inan argues 
for 111) free list at all.

Col. Prior — " Oh yes he doi-s, for he advo- 
cated the other day an all round duty of 2; 

The ollicial returns, he added, 
show that under the present tarilfa greater 
projiortion ofgoodseome in free than under 
the Liberal tarilf. Ho ne.\t dealt brielly 
with the public,debt showing that in cmii- 
parison With tho resources of tne couniry 
It is not such n sum as to cause any inicasi- 
ness, and there is to show feir it a niagnili- 
cent system of public works reiireseiilingiii 
value the whole increase in the public 
debt since Confederation and ^10,01)0,000 
Ijesides. ( .\ piilausc.) There was soinc- 
thiiig to sliow, he iiomted out, I'or the in- 
creased debt under Liberal-Conservative 
adminislrat ion, while though the Liberals 
increased it to a greater average e.\tiuit jicr 
year they appeared to have nothing to 
show for their expenditure.

ICEBERG BLOCKADE. 

Their Presence Most Detrimental to the 
Fisheries and the Safely of Vessels. 

St. Jouns, Nfld., June 9. — An ice 
hloclcade of the harbor, damaging ves- 
sels, occurred last Thursday. Since then 
navigation along the coast has been un- 
usually dangerous, owing to the preva- 
lence of iceljorga, exceeding in number 
and size anything seen in the jiast (juar- 
tcr of a century. The .W\i\\\ steamer 
Carthatriniii n, arriving on .Sunday, met 
the lirst berg '270 miles oil' tliii coast and 
rejiorted that tho whole ocean from that 
point inwards was dotted with them. 
Their presence has the most detrimental 
ell'ect on the fisheries, the safety of ves- 
sels being in danger. It is impossible to 
set nets and appliances wiiiidi are car- 
ried away by the icebergs. Vessels from 
northern harbors report that countless 
bergs are passing to the south. Noni& of 
the Labrador fishing fleet have ventured 
to start yet, fearing that they would be 
unable to reach their stations.

We are ail aware that the 
policy ol llie I'niled States is a biifli prolei live 
one. ' 'I'liey r.re not in favor ol leiMprottity, 
prelerent'M trade they cure nothini; about, 
mill s-i It Is lo their ad vniiliiKe. 'I'liey will i>lve 
no preference to lis, niid wiiat are the Liberal 
party advocating- free trade, free trade, a tarilf 
for revenue; in fact, when we llnd the-Llbcrals 
at their best their policy is nothing more than 
what tho Liberal Conservatives are carrylim 
out at present.

and l'2astern provinces bad done. That was the 
right time tiic (iiicslion slionki have been 
settled. A iter si.x > ears litigation wo llnd Unit 
it has become a lialional oiiestioii. Remedial 
legislation as brontjht in by the government 
has not been endorsed by the country. The 
Llbcr.M party have been divided on ttie ques 
tlonaswcU as the Conservatives, and the con- 
clusion- that the wisest men In the country 
have come to is that the'Manitoba Legislature 
will have to settle the matter in an honorable 
manner to all (!onceriie*l. 1 could not support 
Ilemedlal LcKislatlon as brought in by the 
Koveriinieiit. but woulil sujiport any inensure 
to iiive jusiicc lo all eoneerned, so loni; as Ih.o 
nubile school system is kept intact. Hon. Mr. 
i.aiirier, while in It.C., said on two occnsloiis 
while liere that we luni the /a'.-jf school .-ii/slnn in 
the country, and conniienaed nor province 
liiglily on its aiivaneeil sclioid system, llavim; 
such tesliinony (and I believe he meant all he 
said) I have no hesitalloii in snyiin,' wc liav 
about as perfect a scliool syHlem as there is in 
any country. 

In coming to provincial matters 1 believe we 
are on the thresiiold of a i>rosperous future. 
Our mineral tesouices, from our borders lo the 
Arctic Ocean, indicate that we liave untold 
wealth within our reach, licing alive to those 
facts, ItiB our duty to advertise our resources;

He Adaresses the Electors at 
Meeting at Wellington on 
Saturday. 



The Prlneipal Issue Before the Coun- 
try That of Protection vs. 
Free Trade. 



In addreseiflg the eleetora of the dis- 
trict of Vancouver at the meeting held 
at Wellington on Siiturday evening, 

Mr. Iliiirtrn-rt, who was clieered on 
rifiini;, snid he was very imicli jjleiised to 
see 80 tunny of tlio Wellington folk here 
to-iiigiit, iiiiil hIho tlieir fiieiula from 
Naniiinio. lie felt tliiit it was a great 
undertaking for u workingman to run as 
a candidate for such honors. He was 
Bolecled, as they were aware, by the 
Liberal -Conservatives to stand as a eiin- 
didiite to represent their iiUeroats at the 
coining Donuaion election. It was witli 
Kreat rehlttance that he oiilereii into 
atiuli a situalion, and if he had known 
uuich about politic^a l)efore he entered it 
would not liave been there tliat eveii- 
ing. Yet lie felt that the dlstriut re- 
quired BoniiMiiu! to represent it and he 
he s!i|)poi-ed that ho .vas seUnHed as one 
of the oldesl; residents of Wellington and 
district, and as knowing tlie wants of 
the people generally. III.' had been visit- 
ing the district (or the last few weeks and 
he had niucli t-atisfaction in telliiigtheni 
that lie had been received very cordiallv 
by all kinds of men— both Liberals and 
Conservatives. He might tell them that 
the district was verv Conservative every- 
where. Ho had fullowed Mr. Mclnnes 
in his travels and he found at times 
that he (Mr. Ilaggart) waa rather seared 
to enter ii|nin llie ground which he 
(Mr. Mclnni-s) had . traversed, hut he 
(Mr. 11 a-itrart) afterwards fonnd tliat ho 
waa on eale ground. Mr. Mclnnea waa

As 
there were many speakcra there that 
evening, and an they were aware that he 
was no puhlie Kjieaker, and as he felt 
Bomewhut embarrassed so that his licad 
-waa turned upside down, they would 
■bear with him if he made but few re- 
marks, because it . was a trying situa- 
tion for one who was not aeeualonied to 
])olitica and was not a jjublie ajieaker. 

The priui:i)ial question before too 
country to-day was iirotection vp. free 
trade. They were well aware that the 
country bad been governed liy the Con- 
servative party for the last seventeen 
years and that the government during 
that time had l)een returned to power by 
large niajoritiea. Notwithstanding the 
cry from tlie other side that there was 
nothing but corruption, swindling and 
l)oodlitig going on, the people did not 
feel safe ill tru'-tiug tha Liberal party in 
power with such a policy as theirs and 
he was glad to think from {he signs of 
tiietinicK that tlie Conservative party 
were to he returned to power again. 
(Applause. 1 Tliey know that the policy 
of till! Conservative government iiad neen 
to build lip ttie country, prolecf, o n far- 
mers and protect our manufaetiir(!is and 
in (iMiii,' So tliat tliey had built up sii di a 
trade that ue were able now to coin lele 
with any nation in the world. \\\- were 
Bench niaeluiiery to all jjarta ct the 
world. Tliey had assisted lines of ete ini- 
ers on tli-> .Vll.intic aide, to the West 
Indies ami South America and on this 
Hide ti) LJhnia, Japan and Australia, 
sending oar Burjdua uoods there that we 
might nave a market for them, and with 
great BUCceaa. There had been a cry, of 
coarse, on the other side that they had 
been allowing Australian mutton and 
canned goods to come in and destroy the 
trade of tho i;ountry, but such waa not 
the case, because that trade was nearly 
all stepped hy this time and there was 
no such thing as allowing them to come 
in witliout a lu.'avy duty. There was a 
duty of 25 per ciiiit. on canned goo<ls, 35 
per cent on uiuiton and 4 cents on but- 
ter. That being the case, this trade bad 
not (lone an>' gooil, Init liad Ix'en drop- 
ping oil' ever sim-c we su haiilizi'd steam- 
ers to gel ;t market for our fiurj)liia 
goods. The Ci.'nservatives were deter- 
mined to carry on the same policy in 
the future as in the past. Tliey saw 
that there waa no better way to build up 



the country, which was ao progressive 

as their own. We felt thai the depi ea- Ilrilish Columbia. (Applause.) The feel 



siou of the In.st few years had been 
felt teas by us than by any . other 
country. Protection had been the 

means of fgiviug us better wages and 
more work in this respect. We found 
that on the otiiei side the laboring man 
got very smull wages. In Seattle he re- 
ceived .^1.25 [ler day; in Nanainio and 
Victoria :i;l.7r) a day. If we liftd cheaper 
goodfj, till! result, wo\ild be that lalior 
would becheajier. Take ten miles from 
the Hue which divided Canada from the 
States' The farmers there had no iiiar- 
ketand coald sell nothing they grew and 
the result was that they had to leave 
their farms. These men came into tlie 
country every day. If we had free trade 
the result would be that our farmers 
could not compete with those farmers 
and we would not be benefited at all. 
In visiting the district Mr. Mclnnes 
tried to adapt himself to the locality he 
went into. He waH trying to make peo- 
ple btdieve tnat there would he no t-ucli 
thing as free trade in Britiah Columbia; 
that the Liberals were going to have 
il BO, and if ndnrned to power that 
tliev won; going to give Britiah Va>\- 
umbia free traile('.') He (Mr. Ilag- 
gart) would like him to exnlidn how he 
was going to do this, becau.ie he (Mr. 
Ilaggart) could not see how it waa to bo 
done. Ill connection with nroferentiid 
trade, all true Canadians and loyal Brit- 
ish subjects desired to trade as much as 
Boaalble with the mother country so 
long as it did not interfere with our in- 
terests and with tho colonies. Wo had 
in the past, since the Conservative party 
came into power, a syHtem of railwaya 
which connected the Atlantic with the 
Pacific ; in tlii! ICast there was a railroad 
which went to the aea coast; in the West 
tho C.l'.U., wliiidi bail been the ineana 
of openiiiiT up the country, and its tribu- 
taries bad hccn t^cntout for theiidvantagi! 
of the hirniers, h<( Ihtit, they might lind a 
market fur their produci;. A aystem had 
been carried on by the goveiiuneiit hy 
wdiich tb 1 country had been brought 
nearer to the markets o( jMirupe. 
There had been a system of ex- 
perimental farms built up by gov- 



ing throughout that province with the 
exception of Winnipeg and St. Boniface 
was that tboy were satisfied with the 
school system. He would not support 
a Bclieme to give separate schools to any 
country, because the system wo bar) in 
this country was the be?t we could have 
for a mi.xed jiopnlntion. We had no 
trouble ahoni rrlijion in British Colum- 
bia. All bad the same rights. The 
teachers who iiassed rigid examination, 
whether I'roteatants or Catlioli(!s, ob- 
tained a school as they wer(! iiualilied. 
Here we had justice in that rcaj net and 
he would not like to see any province 
retrogade. He bad lived six years in 
the United States and Canada under 
this ay stem, and he considered that it 
was the only system under which a 
mixed population could work iii har- 
mony totulher. (Applause.) 

There was another question which 
would he brought up during the cam- 
paign ; it was the temperance question. 
They all knew that it was of great cunae- 
rjuence to the country, and there was no 
man, whether in the bu.siness or not, who 
liked to see a man debase^ l.iinself with 
li(juor. Bersonally he had been a tem- 
per.Tte man, though be had indulged 
in takiuL' a glass iit tiine-i. He would 
favor the temperaiuui caiiso at any time. 
Various resolutions bad l)eon brought in 
since J88-, in one way or another, and 
the temjjerance people were making pro- 
gress, lie liked the way in which they 
were conducting the cause. They were 
trying to educate tho people to seethe 
ilf effects of intemperance in such a 
manner as to command the attention 
and respect of the country. It was get' 
ling late and there wore several speak- 
ers who desired to speak and perhaps to 
b(!tt(!r purpose — thoui;h as to Mr. Mc- 
Imies, Mr, Ilat'iiart <li(l not know that 
he was on the right side; lie believed lie 
had eiiflicient ability to make tbeiii 
iHvarly lielieve that black was white. 
I Laughter.) lint they kimw Hint iie was 
a smart lawyer and he had a ctool head 
and great ability, and be would receive 
a good bearing from them. But really 
the people understood at this time what 



ernment for the benefit of the farmers 
througli the i-ounlry. which had' done a 
good deal of uoml. " Wu had public gov- 
ernment buildinitit throughout the coun- 
try for the buni'ftt of the people. All 
these tnings liavo Ihh u done by the gov- 
ernment um'I this was the reason that 
the public debt talked ahonl so niueh 
had been increaaed, and ho expected il 
would be increased in the future, be- 
cause if wo expected the country to be 
opened out we must expect to spend 
something. Wo received the benefit and 
that being the case we need not com- 
idain. During tlii^ Liberal tenure of of- 
iiee the debt was i n creased forty millions ; 
the Conservatives bad not been so ex- 
travagant. 

With n!gard to provincial all'aira, it 
was said that we-had not received justice 
from the Dominion government. He 
had no doubt that il was so — not in 
proportion to the revenue we |)aid. (.Ap- 
plause.) He did not know that our rep- 
resentatives had done their duty in the 
past in this conneotion. We knew that 
our valual)le mineral deposits were so 
great that they were attracting the at- 
tention of capital everywhere. Wo had 
vast timber lands and fiaheties which 
were of great use to the world generally, 
and wo were receiving a more extensive 
traile every year, through the couiitry. 
The set tlers between here and the north- 
ern part of the province re<iuiri'il greater 
fatdlities for travtdling and mail service, 
which w ere jiol half wiiat liiey sIkuiM Ih- 
at the present time. They (the settlers) 
had received no consiilcration in the 
jiast— especially during the past three 
years since our late member, Mr. Cor- 
don, died. .\s far as i\Ir. Ilaalamwas 
concerned, the peojile did not know 
what ho had done for them and they 
did not know why he was here. He (Mr. 
Haggart) felt tliat in this contest the 
fight was between himself and Mr. Mc- 
lnnes. (Applause.) Mr. Maslam was 
not in it all. (Laughter.) He (Mr. 
Ilaggart) had visited every settleiiient 
ill the distri(d, and he could not j 
name live men who were supporters [ 
of Mr. Haslam. (Ajiplauae.) Aa a uen- 
tlenian and man they resiiecled him 
highly, hut bis action in coioing out 
after he had repeatedly said be was not 
cominir out, and sending two telegrams 
to that ell'ect, sboweil that he was not tha 
man to represent them now. (Ai)plauHe.) 
They were to have a few good sijeakers 
this evening, so they would excuse him 
it he spoke but little. He saw fJoiii the 
Mail this week that he (Mr. Haggart) 
had not spokeii about the Chineae ques- 
tion. He desired to say to everyone that 
as far as the Chinese were concerned he 
never would do anything which would 
put them into competition with white 
men. (Applause.) But he was rather 
surprised that they were not consistent 
in this (|uestion. The .lapanese were 
cominj; in faster than the Cliiiii-se. They 
had bad a mini! here tilled with .Japanese 
and there was not a word spoken of it. 
In visiting l-^alt .'^iiiing I^^land he found 
over lUO Jananose there this u< ek. He 
knew that. Mr. Mclnnes could nut pass 
thai way without seeint: them and they 
wi-re working for .^.J a month with board 
and some for $15 and board themselves. 
We had as much reason to fluht against 
them as against the Chinese, and ho 
(Mr. Hagtrart) saiti that these 
tVsiatics should all be dealt with 
alike and we should be consistent in the 
matter and if we did not want them we 
should noi giye them our wastiing 
(laughter); we should not employ 
them at. all. Two years ago when times 
were bad, a good many men were passing 
up to Albenii and Coinox. He had u 
Chinaman working for him and he told 
.Mrs. Haggart that ahe must reuieml)er to 
give everyone assistaneo wdio passed by. 
He fell for one man who wanted to work 
for nothing and his board, but he, Mr. 
Haggart, said " No, I will discharge this 
man and give you $20 a month." Since 
then he had not had a Chinaman and 
had not given them Ilia washing. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Another question was attracting great 
attention. The Liberals were laying 
great stress on it. It waa the .Manitoba 
school question. That question, he said, 
should never have been brouglit before 
the country. Such was the feeling in 
this district. For himself he tliougbl 
that Manitoba should have given the 
minority satisfaction when they passed 
the public aehool act. He believed him- 
self that it was a necessity. Tliey had 
had twenty years' ex]ierieni e with the 
old system and il was not working well. 
Calh.jlicH and I'roteslants were together 
and when the majiuity ehanueil about, 
they did not pull the sami! way and dis- 
satisfac.ti<in began to prevail. IS'olliing 
could be done l)ut to i)ass such an act. 
If the subject were left to Manitoba they 
were quite willing to accept public 
sctiools, because they had still a better 
Hysiemof public schools than we ha>l in

speaking. He (i\Ir. Ilnt'gart) hail been 
told that he was handic:' oped in this 
all'air. lie said no; Ik^ had right on his 
side. The j)eoi)le wen; deterniiiied nut 
to return the Liberals to jiower until 
they cliang(Hl their policy. He 
was sorry for one thing, however 
and it was a inalterof great (•oiiseii nence 
— that the country had returned the 
Conservative party to power with such a 
large majority, lie would like to see a 
healthy minority. It was good for the 
country when it waaso. When a major- 
ity in any body of men got too strong, 
they were apt to carry things too far and 
make groaa mistakes sometimes. He 
like to see a change of government (hear, 
bear, from Mr. Crane) if he had confi- 
dence that they would ch) what was right 
by the people, but lie did not desire to 
see the Liberals get into power until 
tliey left oir that free trade policy.

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LAURIER'S LETTER. 

Mr. Laurier has not issued a manifes- 
to, but he has written a letter in which 
he in a round-about way defines the 
trade policy of the Liberal party. He 
proposes to eliminate tbe element of pro 
teotion from the tariff and to impoae 
taxes merely for the purpose of raising a 
revenue. Here is how he contrasts the 
system of taxation which he propoaea 
with that of the systeiri of moderate pro- 
tection which has long been known aa 
the National Policy. 

The government and their supporter; 
jiroclaim, as a guiding jirinciple, that in 
the imposition of custiinia duties the ol 
jcct of levying tlie revenue should not 
1)0 tlie primary consideration, but that 
duties should be imposed and the nation 
taxed not for the nation itself, but for 
specialintereats.in the nation. 

This, translated into intelligible Eng- 
lish, is that the Government and their 
suppofters proclaim as a guiding prin- 
ciple that in the imposition of customs 
duties the object of levying tlie revenue 
should not be the primary considera 
tioii, but that duties should be iinpoaed 
witti the view not only to raise a rev- 
enue but to protect tbe industries of the 
country. It is to this protection that 
Mr. Laurier takes exception. lie goes 
on to say : 

On the other hand the Liberal party 
assert as a cardinal principle that in tlie 
levying of the public revenue by means 
of a customs tarifT, the duties ohould be 
imposed simply with the view of collect 
ing the necessary revenue of the coun 
trv, so as to produce a inaxiiniim of rev- 
enue with a miiiinium of taxation, and 
to bear as lightly aa possible upon tbe 
people 

This means literally that the taxation 
of the country should be so imposed 
that tbe Government, and the Govern- 
ment only, should be beiiedtted by 
it. A tax on tea, for instance, 
would benelit the Government alone. 
No tea is grown iu this country, and 
consequently no native industry will be 
in the slightest degree benefited by the 
duty on tea. A tax on tea ia theiefor 
purely revenue tax. From that tax 
obtained the greateal possible amountof 
revenue with a niininium of " taxa 
tion " ; taxes on sugar, oranges and rais 
ins, rice and tobacco, are all revenue 
taxes. A little examination shows that 
what Mr. Laurier proposes, if carried 
out faithfully and logically, is the ICng 
lish system of free trade pure and sini 
l)le;l)Ut, consistently with his deep 
Iv-i'ooted dislike of i)lain-ai)('akiiig, he 
bides his meaning under a number of 
words which are not familier 
to the ears of the peojile. A 
paragraph closely connected with 
the one we hava quoted above 
shows that Mr. Laurier does not 
himself know very well liov his system 
will work, for be says 

While it is hardly possible to lay down 
Biiecitically and minutely the particular 
articles which should be included 
such a tariff, certain broad lines may bo 
stated wliicli ought to prevai.!. Aa faras

•Sir Macltenzie Bowell on the Rela- 
tions of Canada to the 
Mother Country. 



■ London, June 8. — The third congress 
•of the Chambera of Oommerce of the 
Empire opened to-day in the hall of the 
Company of Grocers, with the reception 
of the deU'KatcH. Tlie Ciuiadiiin dele- 
gates include Sir Miickenzie Uowell and 
Mr. Sanford Fleming. After t!io recep- 
tion the majority of the delegates visited 
the London and India docks, by invita- 
tion of the London and India docks 
joint committee, and enjoyed 
luncheon on board the steamship 
Caledonia, where tliey were the gnc-^tH 
of the Peninsula and Oiieiital Steam 
Navigation company. Some of the dele- 
gates visited the East Loiwlon trades in- 
dustries and art exhibitions and the 
general exhibition of the work oi tiie 
students in tliu Polytechnic and Techni- 
cal institutes, the l'eo|)le'a Palace and 
other like places oi interest. 

The first sitting of the cun<;iesK will 
occur to-morrow morning, when the 
menihurH wdl he welcomed by Kt. Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies, and honorary president 
of the congress. The congress will be 
continued at 4 p.m. to-morrow under 
the presidency of Sir Albert K. RoUit, 
president of the London Chamher of 
Oommerce, and there will be a reception 
at the Mansion House by the I^ord 
Mayor and F.ady JMayoress at nine 
o'clock the eanie evening. 

Sir Mackenzie iioweli, in an interview 
during the course of tlie day on the sub- 
ject of the work of the congress, said that 
its ol)ject was to bring the ICmpire to- 
gether at the proper time, which was 
not far ilistant, wlien much closer trade 
relations between the colonies would be 
arrived at. He added that while he 
was not a free-trader lie was not 
so hidebound for protection aa 
not to believe that the time was fast 
coining when the colonies would be 
quite prepared to make concessions, 
provided Great Britain would make 
some trifliiii: concessions. 

At the luncheon Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
replied to the toast of "The 
British Empire." In doing so, 
he said that the British lOmpire 
was second to none in the world. 
The Americans, he added, were usually 
accused of spread-eagleism, and if lie 
boasted, living as he ilid alongside the 
United States, he hoped for forgiveness. 
The ex-preir.ier of Canadn then lauded 
the loyalty of Canada, and, referring 
to the possibility of war with the 
United States, said that the 
people of Canada would ratlier 
die to-morrow than be brought under 
the stars and stripes. Canada to-day. 
the speaker also said, was willing to 
snrrender a portion of her fiscal policy 
in order to meet the sentiments of Eng- 
land, and Canadians wished to make 
'Canada the highway to the East. 



TURKEY WARNED. 

Unless She Justines Confidence in Her 
Vital Force it Win Be Impossible to 
Prevent Her Fall. 

Vienna, June 9.— In an address to the 

Austrian delegation to-day. Count Co- 
luchowski, minister of foreign affaire, 
explained tlie foieign policy of the gov- 
ernment, in the cinirse of his remarks 
declaring that the situation in Crete was 
of sucli a character that it was impossi- 
ble to say what would hajipen 
next.

somewhere else. If tli<- National Policy 
has not made every individual in the coun- 
try rich, it has unquestionably enriched the 
D iininioii, and by that •'i'^ people who 
make up the population.

W'liat is most needed in 
this town ia the spirit of local putriotism 
that when un enterprise is started here will 
li ad the cilixeiis to suppoi't it. That is the 
spirit of pn iii'i-tiiiu - to e.H'iiiii-age manufac- 
twres at luiiiie, which makes work fur 
everybody, incluiling the liiiloi'. (Laughter 
and applause.) 

The National Policv is looked uiion by 
the Libcnd L'oiiscrviit i ves as so good a 
thiugtliat ho mill Col, Prior intend to talk 
upon it right iiji to the L'.'lid of .luue (a| - 
plause), while their opponents are going 
about the coinitry talking about 
everything imaginable. Prior's gerry- 
nian'der hill, I'or instance (lutigh- 
ter) and the Manitoba school ipics- 
tion. This last will certiiinly never make 
British Cohimbians rich; it will make 
nothing but trouble lor theiu, and it is 
kept alivi' for no other ]iiirpose than to 
make t rouble for the government.

|Kisition jiarty know that they cannot suc- 
cessfully appeal against iinitection, and 
thcrefiire hcu'e they iiitroiluee a religious, 
questiuii to work upon the feedings of t he 
extremists amongst the electors, who 
happen to be for'the most part Conserva- 
tives in other respects.

The (iresent 
I'remier <d' Canada is not a weak man; he 
is a man of pluck, aiul he has lots of nun 
liehiiiil liiiu wlio will stand up to him in 
doing what is right. (Applause.) Whei^ 
this qit''stion came up two years ago he 
(.Mr. lOarle) felt that he could not coii- 
scientioubly support remedial legislation.
